Now mud then a “ bad m tta” tries to 
cultivate Burnet bin# which he mintakee 
f r humor. One of thew* devotees of lev­ 
ity used to haunt the cattle range of 
western Kansas, aud every fall and 
spring he appeared in Dodge City at the 
general “ roundap.” 
Every tun# he 
caiue to town he left some proof of a 
facetious miud, and was very sure of be­ 
ing talked about by every idle mail and 
uitwt of the busy ones who remained 
va hen the rush was over. 
His name was Eek Turner, though 
lkidge City w ill best remember him by 
the t it Ie “ Double-L Eek, ” the duplhwted 
capital being Leonard & Loughraiu’s 
brinid, aud he being erne of their best 
riders. In fact, Turner might have been 
foreman if he hail cared for the position, 
for he could ride well, and there were 
few more expert w ith the rope aud prob­ 
ably none who could bear fatigue aud 
haidshtp more patiently than he.
